not more sleep, but better sleep. The 
inau who rises in the morning unre- 
freshed after eight hours' sleep does 
not know how to sleep. In the first 
place, he probably eats too much, and 
his faithful organs, true to their trust, 
have been struggling all night to save 
his life. He has allowed his muscles 
to become and to remain contracted, 
and all night he has been holding them 
rigid. Let him reform his diet, study- 
ing to eat those foods which will give 
him the most energy at the least ex- 
penditure of vitality, and let him learn 
to relax the muscular system at will, 
and he will kaow again the sleep of 
childhood—the sleep which is restful 
because the body is unburdened and 
relaxed. 


"What to Ent. 


We need four times as much of car- 


bonaceous food as of nitrogenous and 
50 times as much as of phosphatic, but 
most people take from 2 to 50 times 
these proportions of the carbonaceous. 
Butter, fats, oils, sugar, molasses, fine 
Hour, rice, arrowroot, tapioca, sago and 
sea mosses are almost wholly carbon, 
yet they are found, singly or in com- 
bination, on every stable, no matter 
what is the staple dish of the meal. 
Many a hungry child swallows large 
quantities of rice and molasses or other 
sauce before it1? appetite gives up its 
vain search for phosphates and then 
goes to sleep from the stupefying ef- 
fects of so much unadulterated carbon. 


To Fight Obesity. 


The most popular means of fighting 


obesity just now consists of abstaining 
completi ly from water or an excess of 
any other liquid at meals. 
Encourag- 


ing stories are told of the amount of 
flesh lost in this way, and there is no 
doubt that the method is highly ef- 
fective. Of course, coffee for breakfast 
is not included in this regimen, which 
does, however, prohibit any liquid 
whatever r.t luncheon or dinner. 
For 


an hour preceding the meal no liquids 
must be taken, and to make the cure 
effective one hour should be allowed to 
elapse before anything is drunk. 


To Cleanse the 
Ear. 


Hardened wax in the external ear 


can often be removed readily by in- 
jections of warm water aud soap, soda 
or ammonia. Many cases resist this 
and require the softening effects of 
glyceuu or sweet oil for a day or two 
before syringing. Do not bother with 
these long piocesses, but use a half 
strength solution of hydrogen dioxide 
in the ear for about five or ten miu- 
utes. This will disintegrate the hard- 
est plugs, and they can be removed 
with very little s> ringing.

Our Sponge Industry. 


Study of the spongeiiolds of Florida 


is to be taken tip by the general gov- 
ernment with a view of developing the 
industry, which is now considered to a 
great extent to be neglected, though it 
employs about 310 vessels and some 
2,uOO men. Florida is the only portion 
of the United States producing the bet- 
ter grade of sponges. It is estimated 
that the present fishing year will sup- 
ply about $Sr>0,000 in commercial value, 
and the intention is to increase this 
very much in a year or two. 
The 


sponge grounds of the gulf of Mexico 
extend from Florida reefs to St. 
Mark's and for a distance of 15 miles 
from the shore. The best sponges, in 
color, texture and size, are indigenous 
to deep water. 


Cotton Picking; by Machinery. 


The ttev. "William H. Meyers of Stur- 


gis, Ky., has been granted letters of 
patent on a pneumatic cotton picker 
for picking cotton out of the bolls in 
the field. His machine when in opera- 
tion will sit on au ordinary farm wan- 
on, be furnished power by a light gaso- 
line engine and will pick the cotton 
from three rows at a time as fast as 
the team will walk and dump the pick- 
ed cotton into a second wagon. 


A Use For Cotton Seed. 


In the great cotton plantations of the 


southern states cotton seed was for 
generations thrown away, but it is now 
a recognized commercial commodity 
for the blending of lubricating and 
cooking oil in the mixing of feed cakes 
for cattle.

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Honey Fi-om StingTess Bees. 


W. K. Morrison, tho bee expert at- 


tached to the imperial department of 
the West Indies, has recently discov- 
ered several colonies of stingless bees 
In the island of Monserrat. He is 
now trying what can be done by the 
use of modern hives to improve their 
honey producing capabilities. Modern 
apiarists arc of opinion that they can 
make the honeybee conform to almost 
nny conditions, so that Mr. Morrison's 
rxperimcuts will bo watched with 
sonic interest. The honey of the sting- 
less bee is clearer and thinner than 
that of ordinary commerce. 


To Coal Vessel* at Sea. 


An English naval architect has in- 


vented a method of coaling vessels at 
sea by which it is possible to deliver 
from 50 to 100 tons an hour, compared 
with 20 tons by tho method invented 
by Miller. 
The British admiralty is 


considering the advisability of adopt- 
ing the method. 


Will Cheapen G*a. 


A method for producing illuminating 


gas and coal gas nt an expense of 4 
cents a thousand foot has been discov- 
ered. It ia thought that this will effect! 
a revolution by cheapening electric 
power, nnd It will also have nn Im- 
portant bearing on the production of 
open hearth uteel. 


Government Automobile Line. 


A regular automobile line lias been 


established by the French government 
for a distance of l.~>0 miles between the 
coast and Tananarive, the capital ol 
Madagascar. Tananarive is situated at a 
considerable elevation above the coast, 
making the average grade about 0 per 
cent, but notwithstanding this it is in 
tended to make the trip one way in 1-3 
hours. The first automobiles will be 
shipped from Franco, but later a fac- 
tory will be established on the island 
where new machines will be built and 
on! ones repaired.

Artificial Marble. 


Manufacturers are actually making 


marble by the same process by which 
nature makes it, only in a few weeks 
instead of a few thousand years. They 
take a rather soft limestone and chem- 
ically permeate it with various color- 
ing matters, which sink into the stone 
and arc not a. mere surface coloring, as 
in scagliola. 
The completed material 


takes a flue polish, and many of the 
specimens arc of beautiful color and 
marking. 


The odor of flowers ia in general, 


less intense in darkness than in sun- 
light, the diminution of intensity be- 
ing small for some species, while oth- 
ers lose nearly all their odor. 


Flowers developed in darkness have, 


in general, a smaller size than those 
developed in the light; but, on the oth- 
er hand, the peduncles are sometimes 
more fully developed. 


Tho weight and the size of flowers 


developed in darkness, including tho 
pedicles which support them, are less 
than for flowers developed in sunlight, 
except in rare cases where the increase 
of size of the peduncles counterbal- 
ances the diminution of the rest of the 
plant.

\That a depth of mystery is concealed

The rest of'the crew, with one notable 
exception, were not bad fellows, and 
Jack sliuflled along serenely through 
the voyage, quite undisturbed by the 
fact tliat no work of any seamanlike 
nature ever came to bis share.

The true explanation of 
this is declared to be the fact that deaf 
ness saves people a lot of "worry over 
small matters and from the wear and 
tear of noises. The shrill noises to 
which most people are insensible be 
cause they have got used to them real 
ly are harmful. Clanging bells of street 
cars and ambulances, of ''autos" aud 
bicycles, the roar of elevated and sur- 
face trains, the rattling of carts and 
drays, the shouts of paper sellers and 
hucksters, even the crowing of cocks, 
the barking of dogs and the whistling 
of boys are seriously injurious to one's 
health. The ear nerve is very large, 
and every time it is ova-stimulated the 
brain receives a shock.

escape all these life shorteners, and 
heuce they live long. 


Bronchitis often shortens life, but in 


some cases it has the opposite effect 
A large number of the old people one 
meets cough all the year round with 
chronic bronchitis. 
One would think 


to listen to them that they must cough 
themselves to death soon, but that is 
not so. The coughing helps the heart 
to circulate the blood and, in fact, 
gives exercise to many of the organs. 
Only for this daily exercise many old 
people's mechanism would get fatally 
clogged. Besides, a man with bronchi- 
tis will not sit in a draft, he will avoid 
getting Avet and will not stay out half 
the night, losing his sleep and ''paint- 
ing tlie town" with the "boys." Thus 
he more than compensates for the in- 
jury done to him by his ailment. 


The Gam. Gatherers. 


Ticking spruce gum and selling it to 


chewing gum manufacturers is a 
source of income for a great many men 
m the Adiroudacks and other northern 
forests—guides and small farmers- 
while others make it a business the 
year through. The gum appears on the 
tree trunks like drops of wax. 
The 


gatherer, armed with a long pole on the 
end of which are fastened a can and a 
shni p chisel cuts loose the chunks of 
gum, 
which fall into the can and are 


transferred to a basket or bag. The 
gatherers in whiter will travel on snow- 
shoes 10 or 15 miles through, the forest, 
sleeping at night in some old hunter's 
deserted shack. 


There aro three kinds of spruce In the 


Adirondacks—red,black and white. The 
best gum is gathered from the sapwood 
of the white spruce. The rarest of the 
gums is the "blister," which is translu- 
cent and turns blue after being chewed. 
After being scraped, 
-washed and 


brightened it sells for 51.30 a pound. 
There is a coarser grade, composed of 
blister scrapings mixed with particles 
of bark. 
Placed on trays of cotton 


cloth in a steam tank, the gum is 
drawn out and yields the producer 50 
cents a pound, forming the ordinary 
chewing gum of commerce. Some man- 
ufacturers adulterate the gum with 
paraffin, resin and 
chicle.—Country

Government Crop Report. 


Washington, June 11.—Preliminary 


reports of the spring wheat aereagg in- 
dicate a reduction of about 1.200,000 
acres, or 0.4 per cent. Of the 20 states 
reporting 10,000 acres or upward in 
spring wheat 8 report an increase ag- 
gregating about 34,000 acres and 12 a 
decrease amounting to about 1,235,000. 
There is an increase in acreage of 10 
per cent in New Mexico, 7 in Nevada, 
4 in Arizona, 3 in Michigan. 2 in Mon- 
tana and Utah and 1 por cent in Wyo- 
ming and Washington, while in Iowa 
there is a decrease of 13 per cent. Ore- 
gon S, Kansas 7, Wisconsin and Minne- 
sota 0, Illinois, Nebraska, South Dako- 
ta, North Dakota and California 5, Ida- 
ho 4 and Colorado 2 per cent.

average condition of spring wheat on 
June 1 was 92 as compared with S7.3 nt 
the corresponding date last year and 
91.4 on June 1. 1899. 


American Locomotives la Franoi-. 
Paris, June 11.—The assistant ciiief 


engineer of the Orleans railway when 
questioned regarding the report that 
the company was dissatisfied with the 
American locomotives purchased last 
year said: "All 30 have been running 
since November, aud there is no idt-a 
of withdrawing them, but it is true 
that the}- burn more coal and that ic is 
slightly more expensive to maintain 
them than other locomotives doing the 
same work.
